interests of men, very similar to the taraoas works 
of art recently discovered near Cairo. 


All through the north of Africa we Jind that the 


worship of. eggs is universal. All churches are deco- 
rated with them, and few houses are without them. 
The designs on the eggs used for religious purposes 
consist of a verse from the Koran, which is engraved 
on each end; while iite sacred Nile occupies a large 
part of the surrounding sides, leaving space, for a 
glimpse of the Sphinx and the pyramids. 


Engraving on eggs has become,aa art in itself 


all through South America. The tools used are ex- 
tremely delicate, and the utmost care must be used 
In the process. The varying depths of the engraved 
lines giwe light and delicacy to the engraving. 


On the flrtt day of spring th*e decorated eggs are 


put on exhibition, and no store is too small or shabby! 
none too gi&nd and successful, <to fall to have its 
stock of eggs ready for the welcoming of spring. 


A popular design shows % map of South America 


on one aide, and on the other two clasped hands

' Another favorite design stows a typical South Amer- 
ican planter seated upon a prancing steed, with a 
female figure seated beside him and wildly clutching 
bis waist—In the fear, presumably, of being dis- 
mounted; 


All through Europe today, as for,ages past, we 


find eggs us<>d as freely at- the Easter celebration as 
they were in the days whet the Jewish nation used 
them in Jerusalem at the Passover festival. 


In Russia* the Greek church.* associates 
the 


Eauter eggs very closely with its magnificent cele- 
bration of Easter, aad la every borne, from the butt 


of the:-lowliest serf to the palpee of the great Czar 
himself, are eggs pointed in every imaginable color. 


The zealous followers of the Greek Church fas.t 


very strictly during Lent; and a great season of 
feasUttg and revelry follows the fast, beginning at 
midnight of Holy Saturday and lasting until the fol- 
lowing Thursday. 


The .Russian break* his long fast with two curi- 


ous dishes "Sailed parchy and rulitch. The former 
is a sweetened pudding, the latter a sugar-covered 
bun. At the close of the great midday feast on 
Easter Sunday comes what is known as -The Battle 
of the Eggs." A, huge platter is brought in filled 
with crimson-coloted eggs, and the dinner guests 
seek to see, by *racWng their eggs against their 
neighbors', which one baa the strongest eggs. Very 
>often costly prizes ace given to the winner in this 
contest. 


The prizes awarded^ are always eggs o| aome 


design, but these eggs, as Welt as tltu&e^ chorea for 
gifts, are made either by the confectioner, the flor- 
ist or the Jeweler. Often tbe egg la but tne re- 
ceptacle for tne real gift, and many a romance has 
had its start in 8omo*>8we5erl offering in an Easter 
egg.

had chosen this m"e»n* to secure him for her own.

by the neighboring nobles, who came front mites 
around to lay their homage at her feet, and the 
peasants of the village vied with each lAher m re- 
spectful adoration of their beautiful visitor. 


On Easter Monday, Margaret, with her train of 


lovely maidens and high-born dames, came from 
the castle deep hidden in the forest depths to sea 
the games played on the village common, 


Soon the noble maidens, imbued -with the mirth 


and jollity of the occasion, did more than look on; 
they took part in the games and as merrily as the 
lowliest peasant lass in the village. Just-as the 
eggs had been strewn on the fresh-laid sand nnrf 
all were ready for the famous egg dance, a horn waa 
heard blowing from the nearby forest, and speedily 
appeared a'gallant troop of mon-at-arms led by the 
knightly figure of Philibert the Pair, Duke of Savoy. 


Long years before, when Margaret of Austria 


was a slip of a yellow-haired gjrl, playing In the 
woods about tb!<? same-castle of Bivw, a boyish fig- 
ure was often by her side, and ft waa the work of 
an instant for Philibert the Fair to recall those days 
of Innocent childish pleasure to the stately and lovely 
hmldcn before whom he now bent his knightly knee.
